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On my 4 th 2006, Ms. Milasincic (the attorney of record) telephoned the examiner 
to let her know that the restriction letter issued on 4/13/2006 is incorrect as it is directed 
to the original claims prior to preliminary amendment of 8/20/2003. In response the 
examiner apologizes for said inadvertent error and is hereby preparing a new restriction 
letter as follows (the original restriction letter of 4/1 3/2006 is hereby withdrawn and moot 
and applicant response time is newly set from the date of mailing of this office action):. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 11, 17-29, drawn to RDE4 polypeptides and their fusion products, 
classified in class 435, subclass 69.1. 

II. Claim 30, drawn to a method of preparing RNAi utilizing RDE-4 protein, 
classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the RDE-4 polypeptides 
of Group I may be utilized in antibody preparation method which is a totally different 
method than that of Group I. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.

Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. section 103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86(March 26, 1996). Additionally, in 
order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is 
advised that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to 
maintain dependency on the product claims or to otherwise include limitations of the 
product claim.
